Tell Russians They Cannot Add to 
Their Glory by the Useless Slaugh- 
ter of Men in Continuing Resist- 
ance at Port Arthur.

From Land and Sea It Is Being 
Wrecked by Shells and Even the 
Defenders Realize Their Doom Is 
Near—Russians Fear for Vladivo- 
stok Ships.

TOKIO, of

that Maj. Yamoka, a member of 
staff, was dispatched under a flag of truce, 
to the outposts of the Russians, where he 
delivered to a Russian staff officer the 
offer of the Emperor of Japan granting 
the removal of non-combatants. 

He also demanded the surrender of Port 
Arthur. An answer is expected today. 

The condition of the fortress is so help- 
less that the Japanese commander, Mar- 
shal Oyama, wishes to avoid unnecessary 
loss of life. 

Maj. Yamoka told the Russian officer 
wno received him that the defense of Port 
Arthur had already been full of glory for 
the Russian arms and that Gen. Stoessel 
had shown his mettle to the world and 
that further sacrifice in a useless defense 
could not add anything to the luster of 
nis name. 

It is not regarded as probable that the 
Russians will accede to the demand, 
though they know and concede that the 
fall of the fortress muqt surely come 
within, a few days. ; 

Gen. Stoessel has declared his intention 
to die in tae defdhse of the city. 

It is estimated that he has about 30,000 
troops, including the sailors. 

These are backed by 600 guns. The am- 
munition supply is running short, accord- 
ing to reliable reports. 

The Japanese are throwing shells from 
land and sea at will into the city and its 
destruction is being accomplished rapidly.

ture of an ultimatum, that she immediate- 
ly enforce her neutrality in the case of 
the protected cruiser Askold and the tor- 
pedo boat destroyer Grosovoi, now at 
Shanghai. Japan pointed out that the time 
limit, 24 hours, permitted by international] 
law, had expired, and that Japan cherefore 
was at liberty to take such action as may 
seem to her expedient. 

At the Japanese legation here. it was 
expressly stated the Tokio government had 
no intention of remaining quiescent if Rus- 
sia attempts to compel China to give asy- 
lum to her men-of-war and authorize re- 
pairs at her ports which would enable 
them to resume belligerent operations.

ATLANTA, Ga., Aug. 17.—It has devel- 


oped here upon the return of the troops 
from Statesboro that certain county of- 
ficers, some of them said to be deputy 
sheriffs, were in league with the lynchers. 
They alded in overpowering the soldiers. 

Capt. Robert H. Hitch, commanding the 
troops, was seized by a stalwart deputy 
and hustled down the stairs and out on 
the lawn, where a crowd massed about 
him. His revolver and sword were taken 
away from film. When he had fought his 
way back upstairs the prisoners were gone. 

Deputy sheriffs had been accustomed to 
pass freely among the military. and, there- 
fore, the soldiers were not suspicious. Con- 
sequently, when the deputies seized them 
they were at the mercy of the mob. Dep- 
uties, it is said, unlocked the door in which 
the guard finally stood with the prisoners. 
The deputies pointed out Paul Reed and 
Will Cato. 

Capt. Hitch refused to make a state- 
ment. He sald he would report to his 
superiors. 

Ijeut. James McIntyre and Private Wa- 
ters were the most seriously cut and 
bruised of the soldiers. 

Several street fights took place here to- 
day over the Statesboro affair. 

Reed and Cato, as was announced in the 
late editions of Tuesday's Post-Dispatch, 
were burned at the stake at Statesboro by 
a mob which disarmed the troops sent by 
the acting governor to suppress it. 

They, with others, whose trials are yet to 
be held, were accused of murdering and 
robbing Mr. and Mrs. Henry Hodges and 
their three children, six miles from States- 
boro, three weeks ago.

Altodonna is a cousin of Mrs. Vito La- 
duca, the wife of the missing chief suspect 
in the kidnaping case, the man who was 
arrested in connection with the ‘‘barre!l 
murder.”’ It was at Laduca’s home, 360 
Hudson avenue, that Altadonna was cap- 
tured. 

Altadonna, accerding to Detective 
rao, vanished at the same time as Laduca. 
He is supposed to know something about 
Laduca's whereabouts, and the police are 
going to put him through the “third de- 
gree’ this morning in the hope of extract- 
ing from him information as to the where- 
abouts of the kidnaped child, who is sup- 
posed to be with Laduca. 

Altadonna’s arrest was a lucky accident.

Besides 
kidnaping and threats of murder, counter- 
feiting and the stealing or forging of 
thousands of citizenship papers are laid to 
them. The result has been a great «and 
unjust outery against Italians in general 
Nobody feels this more keenly than do the 
many law-abiding Italians who live in the 
city and its immediate vicinity. Pla papi 
ton is to be appealed to.

NEW. YORK, Aug. 17.—The opening this 
morning on Wall street, although qulet, 
was steady and price changes on the gen- 
eral list were small. The tendency of the 
market is at present reactionary, but In the 
face of the recent strong advance this is 
to be expected. 

Sentiment in the London mafket is stil] 
cheerful on the easier monetary outlook 
and the expectation of the early fall of 
Port Arthur, the opinion generally prevall- 
ing that with the fall of this city the end 
of the war will be decidedly hastened. Con- 
sols came unchanged on both accounts. 

The United States Steel stocks opened 

under slight pressure, it being generally 
rumored that a cut in the price of wire 
products of from $6 to $12 per ton, accord- 
ing to the grade, had been made by the 
United States Steel corporation in retalia- 
tlon of the cut recently made by one of 
the larger independent companies in the 
price of steel billets. 
No change is apparent in the local build- 
ing trades strike and both sides are con- 
fident of yictory. From Chicago comes 
the report that the price of meat has been 
reduced by the packers and this is taken 
to indicate the gradual collapse of the 
strike at that center. 

After the first few minutes of trading 
the opening activity was not noticeable. 
but prices were steady and very close to 
vesterday’s closing. 

The announcement that the stockholders 
of the Ontario & Western rallroad had 
commenced action looking to the dissolu- 
tion of the voting trust controlling this 
property was the signal for a large buying 
movement in ‘the shares of this company 
that carried the price up over 2 points.

courts. and the judge decided that flesh and blood 


women slaves. 1100 of whom have thus far been rescued.

Surely, of all the gifts of a 
western civilization by which Japan has profited, this is among 
the best.

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Vastness of Russia, 


All ef non-Russian Europe is only one- 
eighth the size ef the Czar’s domain. If 
you placed al) of non-Russian Europe in 
the Ruselan Empire you would have room 
enough left in which to place the United 
Btates and Alaska and most of Canada. 
The Russian Empire comprises one-seventh 
of the land area of the giobe, It requires 
nearly two weeks to go by rail from 8t. 
Petersburg to Vladivostok. While the 
realm of the Czar is so enormous it is far 
from being the richest, many countries 
surpassing it in resources and products. 
The one and one-half billions of persons on 
earth could live comfortably in the Russian 
Empire if they could, stand the climate. 


Writing in the World Today, Ernest 
Poole asks whether there is still a ‘great 
American public,”” whether it is not losing 
its identity by affiliation with and ab- 
sorption by one or the other of the two 
great economic classes, the employers and 
the employed. He points to the changes 
in progress in Chicago as tending to show 
the pertinence of these questions. 

The American public, so designated, is 
made up of 15,000,000 voters and their fam- 
ides. Of these 7,000,000 are farmers and 
farm laborers, 7,000,000 are wage-earners in 
factories, stores, railroads and mines, l,- 
000,000 are big employers, petty employers, 
professional men and other salaried work- 
ers. 

In looking for a sudden change in the 
mind and feeling of this public we nat- 
urally turn first to the 7,000,000 wage-earn- 
ers and the 1,000,000 employers and salaried 
workers in cities and towns. Here we 
find a startling change. In 1897 the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor had 265,809 mem- 
bers. In September, 1903, it was receiving 
per capita dues on 1,7,270, and this num- 
ber represents at least 2,500,000, for it is 
an undisputed fact that in the average 
local unions not over fwo-thirds of the 
members are paying dues at one time. To

unions like the American Labor Union, 
unaffiliated with the Federation. John 
Mitohell, in fact, claims that there are 
3,000,000 union wage-earners in America. 
These organized 3,000,000 largely control the 
other unorganized 4,000,000. This contro! 
they are swiftly making more effective by 
a process of nationalizing by trades into 
113 great national unions and centralizing 
by cities and states. In America there 
are 6549 cities, large and small, in which 
there are 24,250 local unions under the con- 
trol of labor councils. 

It is in Chicago that union organiation 
has had its strongest recent growth, and it 
is in Chicago’‘also that employers’ associa- 
tions had their beginning. The association's 
membership there soon swelled from 60 to 
2000. The metal trades manufacturers, the 
laundrymen, the brass manufacturers, the 
clothiers, the hotel keepers, the team own- 
ers, the retail merchants, the coal dealers, 
the building contractors and 25 other groups 
have united, and today in Chicago wher- 
ever the trust has not already com- 
bined employers, you will find them com- 
bined against unionism in employ- 
ers’ associations. And what is true of 
Chicago is true of the nation. Next the pet- 
ty employers flocked in by hundreds. Far 
below the native American working classes 
are the under millions of foreign birth, 
with poorest standards of living, but voters, 
and in numbers the strongest part of the 
old unorganized city public. 

On this mass is turned with increasing 
eare the energy of 1194 drganizers, salaried 
and volunteer, In the American Federation 
of Labor, which spent last year on organiz- 
ing alone 360,000. The 111 national unions 
are adding their organizing forces. ‘‘Our 14 
salaried organizers,’ said Thomas Kidd, 
secretary of the National Woodworkers, 
“are directed, as they travel through every 
state in the Union, not only to organize 
woodworkers, but to hep in organizing 
workingmen of every trade wherever the 
chance arises.’” In Chicago the 100,000 Ital- 
lan day laborers are now being brought to- 
gether by Federation organizers who have 
already organized the Italians in New York. 
The Lithuanians in the stockyards are gath- 
ered in by the National Butchers’ Union, 
the Lohemian tailors by the National Gar- 
ment Workers’ Union. Of last year’s half 
miliion labor union recruits two-thirds were 
drawn from these under millions. 

Meanwhile the National Clerks’ TI'nion 
has come to Chicago. In the banks sev- 
eral local clerks’ unions have already been 
organized. Over half the postoffice clerks, 
hundreds of clerks in the railroad offices, 
all the telegraph operators of the Posta! 
Telegraph Co. and over half those of the 
Western Union are now members of 
unions. 

Even more important than the clerks aro 
the high-salaried workers and professional 
men who have recently begun flocking 
down from the narrowing neutral body 
into the labor union public. Among these 
new recruits are the three thousand ship 
captains and pilots on the great lakes, 
who are now waging one of the most fe- 
rious labor struggles of the year. 

Another professional group, and this the 
most important of all, is the Federation 
of Public School Teachers, Including 3000 
women out of the 6200 who teach sch »ol 
in Chicago. 

So far each side has given most of its 
energy to organizing, with these results 
in Chicago: Today the Chicago Employers’ 
Association has over 2000 members, repre- 
senting $150,000,000 in capital. It is backed 
by the greatest financial interests; it is 
controlled by a board of one delegate 
from each local association, and this board 
virtually controls the labor opinion of Chi 
cago employers. On the other side, of 
Chicago's 400,000 active voters, 200,000 have 
disappeared into the union, and 100, 09 
more are union in their sympathies. But 
now as each new public grows steadil) 
more concentrated and hence more coher- 
ent. two public opinions are arising—dls- 
tinctly class-conscious and fundamentally 
hostile. This hostility is primarily eco- 
nomic, but in Chicago this hostility, De 
ginning over the sharing of money, ‘© 
swiftly broadening and deepening, becom- 
ing social as well as economic.

Their Markets Join in the Boom-¢- 
Corn and Oats Advance Under 
Stronger Buying.

in cash denote how wild was the wheat 
market and excited the speculation that 
caused such an upheaval in price. It was a 
combination of cables recording such ad- 
vances abroad as went to show the toreign- 
ers were at last gre alarmed over tne 
Situation, predictions for frost in the 
Northwest to add to the troubles of that 
rust-damaged crop, the big advance in 
cash that millers paid and a 2o-cent advance 
in fiour that created the urgent Specuiative 
buying and shot prices upward. RKelapses 
Outside of one late in the day wnen prolit- 
taking heavy, were few, small and fleeting 
and the close only %c beiow top rates for 
the day and season. A Chicago man wired 
that wheat was on a spree and he called it 
right. While speculation in corn and oats 
was stimulated by the runaway in wheat, 
there was no such great gain in value 
nor anywhere near the trading as in the 
leader. Rains had let up and crop coln- 
plaints began to circulate again regarding 
corn, but cash market weakened as more 
received than wanted. Cash demands were 
better and paid higher prices for oats, 


WHEAT.—For the first time really on the 
crop scare boom in this country foreign 


markets this morning showed Intense ex- 
citement over our crop news. Liverpool ad- 
vanced 14%@2d and London 1%d, while Paris, 
which closed since Friday, was s@d3c 
higher for futures. This was enough in it- 
self to excite domestic speculation, but 
with a temperature of 38 and a high barom- 
cter across the British line in the North- 
west, fear of frost nipping the Maniioba 
und perhaps our own spring wheat not cut, 
was felt ulso. So urgent the demand local- 
ly that 2%c advance made inside first five 
minutes September opening with sales at 
$1.02% eo $1.02% and selling up to $1.04. De- 
cember opened at $1.05% to 1.06%@1.05% and 
sold up to $1.065. Free selling sent Sep- 
tember to $1035 and December to $1.06%, 
but soon rallied to $1.04 and $1.07 bid.. Re- 
cepts at this point were 150,700 bu, against 
8¥,.50U DU a year ago. 

Advices that rains falling in the North- 
western states and frosts predicted for 
Manitoba Kept buying at white heat. Lat- 
est cables quoted advances for the day 
of 2%d in Liverpool, 1%@1%d in London, 
2@@%c in Paris, 1%ec in Berlin and %c in 
Antwerp and Budapest. A steady rise 
was seen in all domestic markets.

Last season with 619,000,000 bu 
shipped by all countries, the amount on 
oceali passage increased 13,000,000 bu, in- 
dicating that 506,000,000 bu had gone out of 
sight. The preceding season, with 530,009,- 
00) bu shipped, the increase on ocean was 
but 2,000,000 bu, showing 528.000,000 bu out 
of sight. These went largely into foreign 
stocks, but considering that besides the 
wheat shipped by exporting countries and 
the receipts from their own crops, that 
European market stocks increased only 
4,500,000 bu last season and 7,000,000 bu the 
season before that, tlge enormous foreign 
consumption of breadstuffs is plainly ev!i- 
dent.

Australian crops several months from har- 
yest, the position of the European con-
